HOAR WRITES OF AMERICA’S

New York, November 8.—Senator George 
F. Hoar, of Massachusetts, has contrib- 
uted an article on “Our Duty to the Phil- 
ippines” to The Independent, which will 
appear tomorrow. He begins with a re- 
view of the circumstances leading up 
to the war, and continues: 


‘‘Down to January 1, 1899, the American peo- 
ple and the republican party were com- 
mitted to the doctrine that just governments 
rest upon the consent of the governed, and 
that every people has the right to dissolve 
at will the political connection that binds it 
to another people. 

‘In dealing with Cuba,’® says the writer, 
“we acted upon those principles, but the 
treaty of peace disclosed a different purpos< 
as to the Philippines, the inhabitants of which 


were much nearer independence when the 
treaty. of peace was signed than had ever 
been the people of Cuba. 

‘Their leader,’’ writes Senator Hoar, ‘had 


been brought over to the island by a United 
States ship by the United States authorities 
and was tn arms at the head of his forces, 
with our full concurrence and in operation. 
If the statement attributed to a high official 
in one of our departments, who is sometimes 
called upon to sit in the cabinet with the 
president, were actually made, their leader 
had been offered by President McKinley the

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HIGH RATES DUE TO BANKS. 
No Effort To Relieve Stringency of 


the Money Market. 

Washineton, November 8.—Treasury of- 
ficials are watching the course of the 
money market in New York, but it is 
understood that no steps are contemplated 
at this time to relieve the stringency in 
rates which exists In some quarters. 

Officials are disposed to think the ex- 
cessive charges for money are made 
largely by banks to customers who desire 
it for use in speculative ventures, and 
that for ordinary business the financial 
institutions are able to accommodate 
their clients at the legal rates of in- 
terest. 

Secretary Gage, in speaking of the 
matter tonight, said that he did not con- 
sider any exigency existed warranting ac- 
tion by the government: there was no 
great accumulation of money in the 
treasury and the outgo of government 
money was running pretty even with re- 
cvipts. In this connection, the secretary 
said he knew nothing of the statement 
etrrent in Wall street today that there 
was to be a conference between himself 
and well-known bankers of the metropolis 
to consider the money question, nor was 
there any basis for the report that the 
government was to purchase a large 
amount of bonds. The secretary was in

EXPRISS CASE BEING ARGUED. 


The Revenue Tax on Packages Is Be- 
ing Tested. 

Washington, November 8.—The United 
States supreme court began the hearing 
in the case of the Merchants’ Association, 
cf New York, brought in the name of 
William Crawford, against the Adams 
Express Company to test whether the 


oxpress companies or the shippers should 


pay the revenue tax charged upon pack- 
ages sent by express. 

Mr. Frederic R. Kellogg opened the 
case for the merchants and was followed 
by Mr. Charles Steele for the express 
companies: 

It was contended on behalf of the mer- 
charts that the tax is imposed exclu- 
sively upon the business of transporta- 
tion and is intended to be borne by the 
carrier in all cases where it accepts goods 
for transportation, and also that the 
irposition of this tax upon the carrier 
precludes it from relieving itself of the 
expense by refusing to accept goods for 


transportation unless the unwilling ship-- 


per himself assumés the burden. 

It was argued that the refusal of the 
express companies to carry | packages 
upon which the tax had not been paid 
is an unlawful and unreasonable restric- 
tion of trade and the court was asked 


ito enjoin it from making such refusal. 


Mr. Steele, as counsel for the express 
took the position that the 
war revenue tax was not intended by 
congress to be imposed exclusively upen 
the express companies, even in the first 
instance, but that it is placed simply upon 
the transaction of shipment, to be paid 
indifferently by either party; and that 
even if the express company is com- 
pelled exclusively by the statute to pay 
the tax in the first instance, yet it is 
left free to relieve itself of this expense 
by refusing to accept express packages 
unless the _ shippers 
agree to assume the burden.

Motion To Adjourn Probably Prevented | 
Action on Bill 


TAX COMMISSION REMAINS FIRM 


Efforts To Recommit Tax Bill to the | 


Commission Are Opposed by 
Members on Ground That 
There Is Nothing More 
To Consider. 


The effort to change the county seat of 
Wilcox from Abbeville to Rochelle failed 
in the house of representatives yesterday 
after a stubborn contest to secure a two- 
thirds vote. 

The friends of Abbeville were outnum- 
bered on the floor of the house, but in the 
heated debate, which took up practically 
the entire session, the supporters of Abbe- 
ville made many votes and succeeded in 
holding down the majority against them 
far better than any one had anticipated. 
The minority report of the committee on 
county and county affairs was strongly 
defended by Representative Overstreet, of 
Screven, and other members who_ urged 
that before any change of the county seat 
was authorized the claimant be re- 
quired to come to the legislature with 
clean hands and not after an election In 
which both sides admitted there had 
been fraud. 

The interest in the settlement of the 
county seat fight which has engaged the 
attention of the representatives since the 
session began was intense yesterday ‘when 
the bill introduced in the interest of 
Rochelle was taken up for its passage. 
The galleries were filled with adherents 
of both towns and on the floor the debate 
several times came near taking a per- 
gona] turn. 

For the first time since the house con- 
vened there were 150 members present 
yesterday and the occasion was regarded | 
as an excellent one by the friends of the | 
Willingham prohibition bill to move the 
euspension of the rules and place the 
measure on its passage. It is conceded 
by all interested in the vutcome of the 
prohibition bill that with an attendance 
of the house as large as the one of yes- 
terday, the supporters of the measure 
will have no trouble in suspending. the 
rules and passing the bill through the 
house. Immediately upon the announce- 
ment of the vote in the Worth county 
contest yesterday Mr. Brandon, of Ful- 
ton, moved that the house adjourn. The 
motion was put at once and carried by a 
6mall majority and ‘whether or not Mr.

Another effort was made by Mr. Calvin, 
of Richmond, vesterday to reconsider the 
action of the body on his resolution pro- 
viding for the recommitment of the tax 
bill to the tax commission. The motion 
Was ruled out of order on the clever point 
first raised some days ago by Mr. Slaton, 
of Fulton, and vesterday made by Mr. 
Hardwick, of Washington, that a motion 
to reconsider a bill that has been tabled 
is not in order, since the motion to take 
the resolution from the table can be made 
at any time. 

The purpose of the resolution by Mr. 
Calvin is to set aside Friday and Satur- 
day of this week in which to give repre- 
Sentatives of banks, railroads and other 
corporations an opportunity to appear be- 
fore the tax commission.

The outcome of 
the election was that Rochelle failed to 
receive the two-thirds majority necessary 
to transfer the county seat, by more than 
300 votes. The election was contested 
by Rochelle before the secretary of state, 
who decided that illegal votés had been 
cast on both sides, and refused to inter- 
fere with the result of the election. 

An affidavit certified to by four promi- 
nent citizens of the county, was to the 
effect that the night before the election 
there had been coralled’ in the yard of 
one of Rochelle’s supporters, between 
seventy-five and 100 negroes, who were 
prevented by force from going to Abbe- 
ville. This affidavit was circulated in the 
house yesterday and caused. considerable 
comment. 

The bill providing for the change of the 
county seat introduced by Mr. Bowen, of 
Wilcox, was favorably reported on by the 
committee on county and county affairs 
at the last session. When placed on its 
passage yesterday Mr. Everett, of Stew- 
art, Was the first to rise in its defense. 
He asked that the bill pass for the rea-

Considerable opposition was evinced by 
several of the senators, and upon the 
motion of Mr. Steed himself, the measure 
was recommitted to the general judiciary 
committee for further consideration. It 
had already received its third reading 
and had been sent up from the judiciary 
committee marked favorable. 

The bill is one to require the judges 
of the superior, city and county courts 
to instruct the jury on the law applicable 
to the theories stated and suggested by 
the defendant's statement in criminal 
cases. During the discussion which fol- 
lowed the taking from the table of the 
bill, intimation was made that the meas- 
ure would tend to favor criminals too 
much, but this was refuted by those ad- 
vocating its passage. 

The, body of the bill is as follows: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by 
the same, that from and after the passage of 
this act it shall be the duty of the judges 
of the superior courts and of the city and 
county courts of this state, to give in charge 
to the juries trying criminal cases, the law 
applicable to all the contentions made or sug- 
gested in the defendant's statement to the 
same extent as is now required with the re- 
gard to evidence, and it shalf be cause for 
a new trial for the judge of any of said courts 
to fail or refuse to do so, whether requested 
or not, 

Senator Dickerson sought to amend the 
bill so that it would be favored by a 
majority of the senate, but his amend- 
ment was voted down by a ballot of 14 
to 12. 

During the general discussion of the 
merits and demerits of the measure, Sen- 
ator Wingfield, who opposed the bill's 
passage, refused to yield the floor to 
Senator Mann on a question of privilege, 
and this little incident added zest to 
what might have proved only a stereo- 
typed and tame discussion of a Dill.

“The result of the better times through- 
out the country has been to raise the 
price of everything and the farmer there- 
fore has more need to raise all that he 
can om his own place and avoid as far as 
possible having to purchase. If nothing 
but cotton is raised it will be followed by 
a low price, while the advance in all ar- 
ticles which the farmer has to use will 
make the cost of production greater than 
heretofore. 

“It is well in this connection to call at- 
tention to the fact that the price of phos- 
phate rock and of other ingredients which 
enter into the manufacture of fertiiizers 
have gone up. Phosphate rock Is now 
from $1.30 to $1.75 per ton higher than it 
was last year. Pyrites now also cost from 
$1.25 to $1.50 per ton more than they cost 
this time last year and a like increase 
applies to the cost of sacks and ail am- 
moniated ingredients, ta say nothing of 
the increased price of labor and the gen- 
eral running supplies used in the manu- 
facture of fertilizers. This means that 
the cost to the manufacturer of fertilizers 
this year in manufacturing his product 
will be from $2.30 to $2.50 per ton higher 
than it was last year and will necessitate 
a proportionate increase of cost for the 
manufactured article, the price of which 
has been for the last few years onavery 
low basis, and which will necessarily be 
affected by the increased price of the cost 
of material. 

‘TIT hope, therefore, that The Constitu- 
tion will continue to urge the planting of 
grain and the raising of stock, with such 
reduced planting of cotton as will keep 
up the price, thus enabling the farmer to 
get a remuneration for his labor and to 
pay his debts. This state of affairs is 
much more healthful for the fertilizer 
man, as ‘well as for the farmer. If the 
farmers will only follow this line through- 
out the south it will be but a few years 
when this country will be independent of 
the world, and ‘what with the increase in 
cotton manufactures, will have reached a 
point ‘where it can contro] the price of its 
great staple crop.”

It takes a picture four feet long and 
Mr. Stone said last night in speaking of 
it that he was only limited so far as the 
size of the picture is concerned by the 
capacity of the manufacturers of sens!- 
tized films. He said he could make a pic- 
ture fourteen feet long if he could secure 
a film of that length. 

The camera itself is semi-circular in 
form and uses an ordinary lens, It was 
only invented this year and there are only 
two of the instruments in existence, one 
he has with him here and the other is at 
the patent office in Washington. Mr. 
Stone was a photographer at Anniston 
last spring before the soldiers there were 
mustered out. There were repeated calis 
for photographs of companies, but when 
the groups were jarge the pictures were 
more or less unsatisfactory. 


This prompted Mr. Stone to set his wits 


to ‘work and this very sweeping picture- 
taker is the result. This wil] not only 
photograph companies, but Mr. Stone has 
pictures where whole regiments, including 
their wagon trains, were caught instan- 
taneously. The camera works instan- 
taneously or makes a time exposure 
either. A system of adjustment slides 
makes this possible. 

Mr. Stone said last night that he might 
decide to locate in Atlanta for the manu- 
facture of the cameras. He said that he 
had been offered limitless capital for their 
manufacture, but he has not determined 
what he will do. He suid he thought 
he had a most admirable contrivance. He 
has many photographs that have been 
taken with it; some very large and long 
ones. He says it will do inside work as 
well as outdoor service.

The deciaration of Judge Candler that 
the two companies cannot legally con- 
solidate their interests and the order en- 
joining the Trust Company of Georgia 
from disposing of or transferring the 
stocks and bonds of either company in 
any manner that tends to bring about a 
consolidation of the two companies is 
a victory for the state. 

The provision of the order which de- 
nies a receiver and which permits the 
two companies to make such connec- 
tions as May be necessary to the better- 
ing of schedules and which permits them 
to grant interchangeable transfers is con- 
sidered a victory for the street railway 
companies, and it is likely that advan- 
tage will be taken of this at once by the 
roads, 

Many are of the opinion that Judge 
Candler’s order left the case where it 
stcod before the litigation was begun, it 
heaving been known, it is said, by the 
street railway companies that they could 
,ot, under the constitution of the state, 
cruse a consolidation. 

The fact that they permitted to 
make physical connections and to accept 
transfers from each other makes it pos- 
sible for the two roads to be operated 
by the same people, but under different 
names. 

While the Trust Company of Georgia 
cannot sell or transfer the interests of 
one company to the other or to any as- 
scciation of persons having as the object 
the consolidation of the two companies, 
and white each company is_ restrained 
from purchasing bonds from the other or 
selling interests to the other, the same 
individuals may hold stock and bonds in 
both companies. And while the two com- 
panies will not be operated as one and 
will have separate names, the interests 
of each are likely to be looked after by 
the same persons. 

The feature of the decision which af- 
fects the Trust Company of Georgia is 
the clause that prevents any issuing of 
bonds by the two together and causes 
each company be operated under a 
Separate name.

Morally Responsible for the 
Debts of Her Fair—State 
Society Not in Our 
Fair.

The Macon Telegraph of yesterday 
morning gave considerable space to the 
filing of the petition of creditors of the 
Macon fair of 1894, asking that the Atlanta 
fair be put in the hands of a receiver. 

The article appears in the news col- 
umns, but is éditorial in tone, Its gen- 
eral tenor is to relieve the city of Macon 
of all responsibility in the bringing of 
the sult, without bringing forward any 
valid reason why just obligations should 
have been disowned and promises to pay 
not be permitted to materialize. It also 
states that President J. Pope Brown 
read the contract between the Macon Ex- 
position Company and the State Agricul- 
tural Sodiety and stated that he thought 
the society liable. 

The article was read with considerable 
interest by Atlanta men interested in the 
fair. Vice Chairman Northen was shown 
a copy of the paper. After reading it 
carefully, he said: 

“That's a huge joke. The article does 
not place Macon in a less embarrassing 
light. The fact remains that the city of 
Macon did not pay the just debts of a 
fair held in her midst and that the cred- 
itors are now coming forward and ask- 
ing that they be paid by Atlanta. Macon 
was morally responsible for the indebted- 
ness of the fair, just as Atlanta was. 
Had the Atlanta fair been a failure every 
dollar would have been paid. We had 
plenty of men pledged to see that this 
was done and exhibitors had confidence 
that they would receive their money. 

“When we were working up interest in 
the faftr some months ago, a good many 
farmers asked me if there was any ques- 
tion about their premiums being paid. 
I told them that there was not. They 
said that the same promise had been 
held out to them by Macon and had not 
been fulfilled. Then I told them that a 
number of Atlanta’s business men had 
pledged themselves to see the fair 
through, and they came on this repre- 
sentation. 

“Had we been less fortunate, had the 
weather been bad and the fair ended in 
debt, these promises would have been 
made good. Macon’s were not. 

“About the contract between the Ma- 
con Exposition Company and the State 
Agricultural G@ociety, I know nothing. 
Besides, that has nothing to do with this 
case. The society was in no way inter- 
ested in the Atlanta fair except to aid 
in getting the exhibitors to come. It did 
not spend a dollar.

| clety it had $13,000 in the treasury and

TELLS A STRANGE STOR} 


He Says the People Accuse Him of

Yesterday about noon a middle-aged 
white man walked up to Sergeant White 
at the police barracks and said: 

‘YT am charged with having murdered 
my own son, and I have decided to give 
myself up and let them prove it on 
me.’’ - 

The sergeant eyed the man suspiciously 
and made him repeat the statement. 

“You say you have been accused of 
kiiling your son?” asked the officer. 

‘“That’s what I said,’’ replied the 
stranger. ‘‘Warrants are out for me, and 
I am tired dodging the officers, and you 
can just take me and lock me up and 
let the law take its course.”’ 

The sergeant decided to take the man 
in charge, and he was locked up in a 
cell with the charge ‘‘suspicion’’ booked 
opposite his name. 

The stranger who had thus given him- 
self up was Robert Bellah, a farmer 
who resides four miles from McDonough, 
in Henry county. 

Bellah tells a most remarkable story 
about himself, and while he is positive 
he is wanted for the murder of his son, 
he at the same time exclaims that he fs 
innocent of the alleged murder. 

The man is about fifty years of age 
and appears to be a respectable and well- 
to-do person. If he has been drinking, 
there is no evidence of it in his appear- 
ance. 

That he may be crazed seems plausible 
to the officers, and if he is a lunatic he 
is suffering from that mental malady 
which the physicians now designate par- 
anoia. 

Last night Bellah was seen in his cell 
by a reporter of The Constitution. He 
was asked to tell about the death of the 
son whom he claims the people say he 
murdered. 

“Oh, but I didn’t murder my boy,’’ was 
his first exclamation, 

Then he gave an account of the death 
of his son. 

“T live in Henry county on my farm,” 
he said, “and about a month ago I re- 
ceived a telegram from Girard, Ala., say- 
ing that my son, Percy, was very ill and 
wanted me. I went to Girard and found 
that my son was slowly dying with con- 
sumption. I remained in Girard a few 
days and was forced to leave and return 
home. I had been back home only a week 
when I was telegraphed that Percy was 
dead. Then came the rumors that I had 
killed my son by giving him a dose of 
poison while I was in Girard. But it is a 
lie. Why should I want to kill my own 
boy? I loved my son and I wouldn't 
have hurt a hair on his head. The ru- 
mors saying that I had committed a 
murder were circulated all over Henry 
/ county. I came to Atlanta to get away 
from thé people who tried to make me 
the murderer of my own flesh and blood, 
and the first man I met in Atlanta who 
knew me said: ‘Hello, Bob, I hear that 
you murdered your boy.’

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THE HISTORY 
OF GEORGIA 


From the Earliest Period Down 
to the Present Time. 


BY CHARLES EDGEWORTH JONES.

PART II. GEORGIA AS A PROV- 
INCE. 


CHAPTER II. 


Puritan Settlement at Midway, in Liber- 
ty County. Town of Sunbury Laid Off. 
Governor Reynolds Admits French 
Papists Into the Colony. Ordered Back 
to England. Governor Ellis. New Chief 
Executive Wins Favor. Creation of the 
Office of Chief Justice. 


In 1630 a company of Puritans, animated 
by much the same sentiments ag those 
which actuated their ‘‘“Mayflower’’ breth- 
ren, who, like themselves, were in Zeal- 
ous quest of broader fields and larger 
liberty, arrived in Massachusetts. Soon 
after their coming they founded the town 
of Dorchester within that province, Here, 
for sixty-five years, these people peace- 
fully and thriftily resided. At the end of 
that time, however, a portion of the in- 
habitants, believing that their presence 
In the southern colonies might prove 
beneficial to that section, resolved to cast 
their patriotic lot with South Carolina. 
On reaching their objective they were not 


promptly to the mandate of his superiors, 
Governor Reynolds, on the 16th of Feb- 
ruary, 1757, committed his office to the 
keeping of his successor and embarked at 
once for the mother country. He had 
then presided over the destinies of the prov 
ince for the space of three years and a 
little over three months. Resigning his 
Georgia commission, he resumed his place 
in the British navy, where his distinctive 
talents were appreciated as they deserved, 
and in which as vice admiral of the Blue, 
he soon regarded his gubernatorial incum- 
bency but as a unique experience in his 
checkered career. 

When Henry Ells, Esq., disembarked at 
Savannah wharf on the 16th of February, 
1757, he was saluted with enthusiastic 
cheers from the delighted citizens, who 
anticipated, at his hands, a most bene- 
ficial administration. In company with 
Governor Reynolds, he at once repaired 
to the council chamber, where, amid the 
customary solemnities, he was formal- 
liy inducted into the office of lieutenant 
governor of the Georgia province. Pre- 
vious to his departure from England, as- 
certaining the defenseless condition of the

long in selecting a location for their pro- 
posed settlement. The site chosen was on 
the Ashley river, about eighteen miles 
from Charleston, and there they at once 
commenced the erection of their town, 
which, in honor of the place wherefrom 
they had departed, they denominated 
Dorchester. In connection with their re- 
moval it is an interesting fact that theirs 
was one of the earliest Congregational or 
independent churches established in South 
Carolina. After a sojourn in that locality 
of more than half a century in dura- 
tion, dissatisfied with its surroundings, 
the Dorchester society resolved to make 
another transfer. On this occasion its 
members directed their steps toward 
Georgia and sought lolgment in what js 
now the swamp region of Liberty coun- 
ty. In 1752 their exodus was begun, and 
in the course of a few years Dorchester 
and Beech Hill—their otner settlement— 
were practically deserted. Their latter 
home was designated as Midway district 
and there, after all their wanderings, 
they ‘were to find a permanent resting 
place. The district was rapidly peopled 
and such was the fertility of the soil that 
its agricultural resources were speedily 
developed. Those two facts, supplement- 
ed by the circumstance of its consider- 
able distance from Savannah, influenced 
the foundation of picturesque Sunbury, 
for many years the pride of the section 
and one of the most prosperous seaports 
on the Georgia coast. By virtue of a 
grant, bearing date the 4th of October, 
1757, Mark Carr. became the possessor of 
a 500-acre tract of land in Midway dis- 
trict. In the following year the grantee, 
realizing the necessity of establishing a 
commercial town in this part of the 
province, Saw fit to set apart 300 acres of 
that land, including the portion bordering 
on Midway river, which he made subject 
to the management of five trustees. As a 
special condition of the conveyance they 
were directed to lay out a town by the 
name of Sunbury, and, faithful to their 
assumed obligation, the trustees proceed- 
ed at once to the marking out of the his- 
toric settlement. This was in the sum- 
mer of 1758; and, within a short time, sub- 
stantial wharves were constructed, houses 
sprang up, population increased and the 
place began to wear quite a business-like 
aspect. Such, in brief, was the origin of 
famous Sunbury, which, though now but 
a memory, acquitted itself so gallantly 
during the war for the independence of 
the colonies. 

In December, 1755, a marked sensation 
was occasioned in Savannah by the ar- 
rival of two transports having on board 
400 French papists. These were some of 
those unfortunate Acadians who, upon 
the forcible seizure of Nova Scotia oy 
the British crown, were brutally ejected 
from their homes; and, their lands being 
confiscated, were cruelly removed from 
their beloved Acadie and scattered broad- 
cast over the American colonies. By the 
original terms of the Georgia charter, as 
will be remembered, papists were strict- 
ly forbidden residence within the borders 
of the settlement. And as this clause in 
the instrument had never been abrogated, 
Governor Reynolds was sorely perplexed 
as to what course should properly be pur- 
sued. But, considering the season of the 
year and the deplorable condition of the 
enforced outcasts, he-resolved to be ROV- 
erned by humanity's broad teaching, and. 
On his own responsibility, permitted these

SHOT TO DBATH IN 
A CHICKEN HOUSE 


An Early Morning Tragedy on Plaster 
Bridge Road. 


SHOTS FIRED AT A LIGHT 


One Passed Through the Heart of a 
Chicken Thief. 


EXONORATED BY THE CORONER'S JURY 


A. R. Shouter Finds Two Negroes in 
His Chicken House and Kills 
One of Them. 


There was a tragedy yesterday morn- 
ing at 4 o’clock on the Plaster H'ridge 
road, a mile and a half north of the ex» 
position grounds—a tragedy in a her¢ 
house, in which a chicken thief, while he 
had his hand upon a fat hen, received a 
pistol bullet through his heart. 

Early yesterday morning the coroner 
was notified, and he held an inquest over 
the body of the dead negro as it lay in 
the chicken house. 

About daylight yesterday morning A. R. 
Shouter, who resides on the Plaster 
Bridge road, heard a noise in his back- 
yard, and ne slipped out with his 40» 
caliber Colt’s in his hand. He discovered 
a light in his chicken house, and he fired 
two shots squarely at the light. 

Shouter saw a negro running away, and 
he supposed that both of his shots had 
missed, but when he locked into the 
chicken house he found a Nnegr) lying

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TRAGEDY IN STORY 
OF CONVICT HOLMES 


Man He Had Beaten Was Found Dead 
in the Woods, 


HE IS BROUGHT TO ATLANTA 


George Vann Supposed To Have Been 
Murdered in Dade County. 


HOLMES TALKS WHILE HE EATS AN APPLE 


Vann’s Body Was Found on August 
4th Near Sulphur Springs—The 
Story of the Assault. 


Yesterday morning Sheriff Robert Car- 
ter and Deputy Sheriff T. D, Tatum, of 
Dade county, brought to Atlanta William 
A. Holmes, a white country youth, whom 
they were taking to Oglethorpe county to 
serve a twelve months’ sentence in the 


chaingang. 
With the story of the arrest and con- 


viction of Holmes there is linked a trag- 
edy which occurred in Dade county last 
summer. On August 4th the almost de- 
composed body of a white man was found 
in the country, @ mile from Sulphur 
Spring, and the dead man was supposed 
to be George Vann. Last June Holmes 
and others hac made an attack upon 
Vann, and it was believed that either 
Vann died from the injuries received in 


the assauli, or that he was murdcred 


afterwards. 

Captain Frank White was a séction boss 
in Dade county, and he had a squad of 
men working under him, among whom 
were William A. Holmes, George Vann 
and A. J. German. Some one broke into 
Captain White’s house, and he told his 
men to locate the guilty person, Holmes, 
German and another man met Vann at 
night, and, it is said, frightened him into 
acknowledging that he committed the 
burglary. Afterwards Vann denied his 
guilt, and it was then that he was as- 
saulted. 

Vann disappeared, and when a man’s 
body was found, which was supposed to 
be that of Vann, Holmes, White and Ger-

‘STATE PLAYS THE MEDIATOR 


‘It Behooves the Special Commission 


Will Fall Through. 


To Secure a Compromise. 


The state's representatives in the union 
station matter have a delicate task on 
their hands. 

They are the mediators. They find 
that they must try to bring the roads 
and the city together or the state will 
lose the union passenger station. 

Some of the roads are ready to back 
out at any minute. The city is not in- 
clined to accept the conditions which the 
roads attached to their propositions. 

All that some of the roads want ts a 
good excuse to wash their hands of the 


whole depot problem so far as the pres- 
ent site is concerned. And the outlook 
ts very hopeful for them. The chances 
are that the city will not concede all 
that the roads asked and there is not 
much hope of a compromise. 

The city says that there must not be 
even one surface track for. transferring 
freight cars through the city. All the 
tracks must be elevated, if the elevated 
station plan is accepted, says the city. 
The roads have declared time and again 
that they would never agree to pull all 
their freight trains up a1 per cent grade 
a mile long and let them down on the 
other side. That is one rock on which 
the project is likely to split. 

The city proposes to bear only half 
of the expense of changing bridges and 
street grades. Officials of the roads have 
stated time and again that the compa- 
nies will not pay those bills and will 
not stand responsible for damages to 
abutting property. 

The members of the state legislative 
commission met yesterday afternoon and 
talked over the plans of the roads and 
the city’s answer. Colonel J. M. Terrell, 
attorney general; Colonel E. T. Brown, 
special agent of the Western and Atlan- 
tic; Senator West and Representatives 
Brandon and Bowers were present. The 
railways were not represented. Major 
Thomas is expected down tomorrow, 
however. The members of the special
